COST OF HAULING. | 
_ FARM PRODUCTS 


‘The cost of hauling farm products 
was discussed recently by ‘Professor 
B. W. Benedict, of the University of 
Illinois. Some statements fram this 
article apply ta Alberta conditions, 
as well as those of Illinois. : 
“Wdison has said that the’ horse 
is the poorest motor. ever built. He 


eats 10tbs of feed' for every hour he 
works, and yet his thermal efliciency 
is only 2 per cent.’’ In other words 
98 per cent of the energy supplied to 
the horse ‘is wasted as far as useful 
work is concerned, His average speed 
with a load is from 2 to 3 miles per 
hour, so the farmer will spend a 
long day in making two round trips 
where the average haul is 7.8 miles. 
In poor ruad districts one trip per 
day will be the limit, and in bad 
weather no loads can be .moved. 
“The high -hauling costs that how 
prevail can be reduced by providing 
three essentials, namely: (a) good 
roads, (b) economical motor: power, 
and (c) efficient transportation and 
distributing systems. It is not nec-

COAL IN CANADA

Canada's dependence on the United 
States for its supply of anthracite 
coal is a point strikingly indicated 
in the report just. issued, by the;Com- 


‘| mission of Conservation,’ on the cou- 


servation of coal in: Canada. Pract- 
ically all of the most populous. por- 
tion of Canada lying between Mont- 
real, Que.; and Moose Jaw, Sas:. 
relies solely on the United States 
for its supply ‘of anthracite coal. 
Further, there are indications that 
the United States, may, in the very 
near future prohibit the export of 
anthracite, and) as the only antbrac- 
ite deposits thus far discovered in 
‘Canada, are confined to the area near 
Banff, Alberta, it is of great impor- 
tance that suitable: substitutes be 
found as soon as-possible. 

Such a situation makes it ~ clear 
that Canada should carefully husband 
her coal resources and, so far as 
possible, check all wasteful methods 
of mining and handling, coal. - With 
this end in view, the report suggests 
greatly needed changes in the form 
of! coal mine leases, “the provisions 
of which should be carefully enforced 
by a competent engineering author- 
ity. -This would go far ‘towards pre- 
venting the careless practices follow- 
ed at present - in many-coal mines. 
In addition to this, it is urged that 
the government should. carry on in- 
vestigations with a v.ew to determin- 


ing the suitability of slack and 1ow- | 


grade coals for, use in gas producers. 
for generating power, and their ad- 
japtability for the manufacture — of 
briquettes for domestic use. By ut- 
ilizing these inferior products in this 
way, not only would there be 
wgste, but. the value of the ‘public 
coal lands would’ be considerably in- 
creased. 


tral power stations in the vicinity of 
many of the lignite fields of Western 
Canada could develop electric power 
for transmission to neighboring man- 
ufacturing centres. This would mean 
wu great saving, expecially in the cute 
of lignites that will not stand ship- 
ping to any considerale discance. 

The report is well illustrated by 
means of maps, diagrammatic sketch- 
es and half tone engravings, and 
should prove of great value, not on- 
ly to those directly engaged in vval 
mining, but to all who are interest- 
ed in the economic welfare of ttie Do- 
minion,
